Faculty Senate unanimously passed 
a resolution of “no confidence” in the 
LSU Board of Supervisors last week, 
casting criticism on the group that 
will decide whether to accept the can-

didacy of President F. King Alexander 
as the president and chancellor of the 
LSU system. 

The LSU Faculty Senate listed 
12 reasons, including the lack of 
faculty pay raises and the Board not 
appointing faculty members to the 
Presidential Search Committee, as to 
why it had no confidence in the Board, 
according to the resolution. 

Concerns about the LSU faculty 
retirement system and Cal State Long 
Beach’s graduation rates comparing 
unfavorably to LSU’s were among 
other reasons to vote “no confidence” 
in the Board, according to the resolu- 
tion. 

“We want to make it clear that the 
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faculty has its standards and prin- 
ciples as well,” LSU Faculty Senate 
President Kevin Cope said. “We want 
to signal to the Board that they have 
behaved atrociously.” 

According to Cope, concerns about 
the Board’s diversity and a violation of 
procedure were some of the reasons to 
vote no confidence in the Board. 

“There was a violation of procedure 
[with] a student attending a secret 
meeting,” Cope said. “We asked that 
faculty be added [to the Board] ... 
faculty were [not] added, but highly 
paid administrators and former paid 
administrators [were].” 

Concerns about Alexander not hav- 
ing managed a medical school or been 
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a tenured, full professor at a major 
research university were also included 
in the resolution. 

According to Cope, the resolution is 
not about attacking Alexander. 

“We don’t have anything against 
[F.] King Alexander, we [just] haven’t 
seen any of the other candidates,” 
Cope said. 

According to Alexander, the 
disagreements between the Board and 
Faculty Senate have been ongoing. 

“They [LSU Faculty Senate 
members] have been fighting with the 
Board for a while,” Alexander said via 
email. “Their vote is because a few

a student-run advising

Imagine getting an inside scoop on 
classes at Cal State Long Beach and 
hearing everything a faculty adviser 
wouldn’t share, like first-hand experi- 
ences with professors, homework and 
certain activities — all from students 
who share the same major as the advi- 
see. 

Students may soon be able to seek 
peer advisers for additional academic 


advising this semester, as Associated 
Students Inc. plans to create a new 
student-run advising program in the 
Maxson Center. 

“Standard advising is increasingly 
harder to come by,” ASI Chief of Staff 
Jorge Soriano said. “[The] university 
has cut advising times, and much of 
the faculty don’t have the resources or 
time to advise like they used to.” 

According to Soriano, the ASI Peer 
Advising Program would supplement, 
not serve as a substitute, to current 
mandatory advising by the University 
Center for’ Undergraduate Advising 
and individual departments on cam- 


center 


pus. 

Rather than focus solely on academ- 
ics, however, advisers in the ASI pro- 
gram would help students explore ex- 
tracurricular activities and ensure they 
don’t experience a heavy course-load, 
according to the ASI Peer Advising 
Program proposal. 

“[It would] not be part of SOAR,” 
Soriano said. “It will be completely in- 


-dependent from other advising places 


on campus.”

Signs lead to trouble

The Board of Elections issued a 
warning against Associated Students 
Inc. executive candidates Sean Zent 
and Larry Toney on Thursday for plac- 
ing four unapproved campaign posters 
on campus. 

The posters had an image of a black 
woman with a quote at the top that 
said, “Ain’t nobody got time for that.” 
The unapproved campaign posters 
referenced a popular YouTube video

that has received more than 25 mil- 
lion hits. 
The posters were strategically

placed and had an arrow pointing to 
current ASI President John Haberstroh 
and Vice President Jonathon Bolin’s 


farmers market posters. 

Haberstroh and Bolin are running 
against Zent and Toney for the presi- 
dential and vice presidential posi- 
tions. 

Zent said that he received a phone 
call from Kim Tabari, Board of Elec- 
tions member and Assistant Director 
of Student Involvement and Leadership 
for ASI, on Thursday asking whether he 
and his running mate had received ap- 
proval from the Board of Elections for 
the new posters. 

Zent and Toney put the posters up on 
Wednesday and removed them Thurs- 
day morning prior to receiving Tabari’s 
phone call, according to Zent. 

Tabari said there wouldn’t be any 
further repercussions since no one filed 
a violation with the Board of Elections, 
and the candidates had already removed 
the posters. 

Haberstroh said he had seen one of 


the posters and heard it was receiving a 
negative response. 

“Apparently it’s blowing up on Face- 
book, and from what I’ve heard, there 
are a lot of angry people out there,” 
Haberstroh said. 

Toney said he and Zent got some 
negative responses after posting a 
picture of the poster on Instagram as 
well. 

“J don’t think everyone is famil- 
iar with the video, so the reference 
goes over their heads,” Toney said. “ 
In that sense, I can see why it would 
seem offensive, but that was not our 
intention.” 

Zent said that although some people 
thought the posters were offensive, 
there were a lot of others who liked it. 

“We made a little mistake, but we 
took it down because we didn’t want 
to offend anybody,” Zent said. “I 
guess we just didn’t think it through.” 
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have them undergo training before the 
program can open. According to the 
proposal, student advisers would have 
to be certified by both advisers at the 
Undergraduate Center for Undergradu- 
ate Advising and in their individual de- 
partments. 

“We're looking to see if the depart- 
ments will cooperate [with us] and train 
the new advisers with the [established] 
course pattern,” Soriano said. 
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Secretary for Academic Affairs and 
one of the ASI Peer Advising Program 
proposal’s co-authors, Zien Halwani, 
said the proposal has been well re- 
ceived by students. 

“At first Jorge [Soriano] and I wanted 
to tackle [general education] advising, 
but we were told that [it] would be too 
complicated,” Halwani said. “We pur- 
sued a departmental approach ... [and] 
it seems that Soriano has received posi- 
tive reaction by taking that route.” 

ASI has secured funding and a loca- 
tion for the advising center; however, 


the program will only affect 11 depart- 
ments once it opens, according to So- 
riano. 

“Depending on the student reaction, 
levels of use, availability of funds, co- 
operation from departments and a num- 
ber of other factors, it may not come 
back next year,” Soriano said. “Only 11 
departments have been selected for the 
pilot.” 

The 11 departments include interna- 
tional business, accountancy, finance, 
anthropology, international studies, 
economics, theatre arts, art, criminal 
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justice, nursing and kinesiology, So- 
riano said. 

Rae Obnimaga, a freshman civil en- 
gineering major, said he likes the idea 
of having student advising. 

“Both methods of having a student 
and a faculty adviser would be defi- 
nitely helpful,’ Obnimaga said. “The 
people wanting advising can talk to 
other students [with] a perspective that 
is similar.” 

For senior: history major Roscoe 
Reed, having student advising would 
be more advantageous. 


“J think it’s a good idea because it’s 
going to be run by people who have tak- 
en the professors and know more than 
sites like [Ratemyprofessor.com],” 
Reed said. 

ASI will also pay the advisers, ac- 
cording to the proposal. Those who are 
hired would only be allowed to advise 
students in their own major, according 
to the proposal. 

According to Soriano, the program 
could launch as early as April once 
student advisers have been hired and 
trained. 
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Student targets title in national archery competition 


Cameron McLeod will 
compete in the USCA 
National Outdoor 
Championship in May.

With a bow and an arrow in hand, 
junior environmental science and 
policy major Cameron McLeod shot 
his way to another victory at the U.S. 
Collegiate Archery National Indoor 
Archery Championship held earlier 
this month. 

McLeod said this month’s victory 
marks his third national win. McLeod 
also placed first in the indoor nationals 
in 2011 and 2012. 

“The first time I won, I had no expec- 
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faculty know very little about 
California and the [Cal State Univer- 
sity].” 

LSU’s Chairman of the Board of 
Supervisors, Garet Danos, said that 
Alexander has been well received 
during recent tour of the LSU sys- 
tem. 

“T don’t see any way that he

Danos said. 

According to Danos, some LSU 
faculty showed concern about the 
process by which Alexander was 
selected as the sole finalist for the 
president and chancellor position. 

“T actually talked to a couple of 
Faculty Senate members, and [they 
were] somewhat conflicted,” Danos 
said. “They liked several things about 
Alexander but didn’t particularly like 


tations of winning anything,’ McLeod 
said. “Now, this third title has really 
hammered home; you have to concen- 
trate on what your goal is and not let 
anxiety get in your head.” 

McLeod said he felt relieved af- 
ter his third consecutive win for the 
CSULB archery team, gaining the 
Bare Bow Men’s Division Title by 
scoring 848 out 1,200 points at the 
U.S. Collegiate Archery (USCA) Na- 
tional Indoor Championship. The 
competition took place March 2 and 3 
at the Tulare Fairgrounds. 

“The discipline I was shooting for 
the team’s indoor season is known 
as bare bow in the archery world,” 
McLeod said. “Basically, I shoot a 
recurve bow with no sites and no sta- 
bilizers.” 

According to McLeod, indoor and 
outdoor archery competitions are dif- 
ferent. 

“During the indoor season everyone 
shoots at a distance of 18 meters,” he 


said. “You shoot bare bow with no sites 
and stabilizers with four [rounds of 30 
arrows], then your score is compiled.”

free. 

“He tries to take stress out of the 
tournament,” McConnell said. “Per- 
sonally, it was my first year on team 
and I was nervous; he tried to help me 
and said to pretend like you’re shooting 
in practice.” 

McLeod said he will be competing 
in the USCA National Outdoor Archery 
Nationals from May 17 to 20 at South- 
ern Utah University. 

“It’s definitely a physical sport 
but an incredibly mental sport on the 
competition side of things,” McLeod 
said. 

McLeod said that the USCA has 
roughly tripled in size since he first 
began competing, and there were more 
than 500 participants nationwide for 
the indoor national. 

He said he expects the same amount 
of attendees at the outdoor competi- 
tion.

What happens in Lebanon will not stay in 
Lebanon for very long. If peace is to be pre- 
served, the U.S. should pay more attention to the 
small nation. 

Regardless of one’s support 
or disdain for Hezbollah, one

heavily by Iran and Syria, two 
governments that are not particularly fond of the 
US. 

Iran, which uses Syria as a middleman to send 
weapons and cash to Lebanon, has continually 
supported Hezbollah since the 1980s. 

. Ifthe U.S. is to maintain order in an often- 
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turbulent region of the world, a strict diplomatic 
policy must be formed. 

Rather than tiptoe on support for Israel or 
Palestine, Bashar al-Assad or the Syrian rebels, 
President Barack Obama must unilaterally voice 
an opinion. 

Lebanon’s case is entirely different than 
Syria’s. However, to let a country of four million 
be destroyed by political impasses would be 
abominable.

The network seems to be interested in rekindling 
its audience’s fascination with watching the public 
get messed with by greenlighting these new shows, 
which both feature pranks and stunts on unsuspecting 
victims. 

“The Ben Show” features comedy writer Ben Hoff- 
man, who in each episode decides that he wants to try 
out a different “life journey” in which he tries out dif- 
ferent jobs, religions and volunteer jobs. During these 
adventures, he often makes the people he is filming 
uncomfortable by having them read promos for the 
next segment, which often are dirty or ridiculous be- 
fore they realize what they’re reading. 

Unfortunately, the show also weaves in skits and 
sketches that are often painful to watch. One-joke bits 
like the song “Black Women Hugging” go on too long 
and will most likely cause new viewers to change the 
channel. 

On the other hand, “Nathan For You” is one of the 
most brilliant television experiments since HBO’s 
“The Ali G Show.” Nathan Fielder, a Canadian co-

business councilor who promises to help the business 
make more money. In complete deadpan, he will sug- 
gest an absolutely ridiculous business venture, which 
business owners will reluctantly agree to, most likely 
because they are being filmed. 

These business ideas involve telling a frozen yogurt 
shop to sell a flavor that looks and tastes like poop in 
order to gain publicity, convincing a restaurant owner 
that she would gain customers if she allows anybody 
off the street to use the restaurant’s bathroom and try- 
ing to get the owner of a haunted house sued for the 
house being too scary.

Fielder, who never breaks out of his deadpan char- 
acter or even cracks a smile, even when faced with 
someone furiously yelling at him, makes these stunts 
even more uncomfortable. Any giggling or winking at 
the camera would ruin the magic. 

In these tough economic times, “Nathan For You” 
is a fascinating look at what lengths businesses are 
willing to go to just to make more cash. 

Unfortunately, “The Ben Show” is not enough to 
make Hoffman a household name and will likely get 
cancelled if it doesn’t step up its game sometime soon.
